gularly manifeft by the 42d. Actof the sth Setfion 
of this current Parliament, {pecially caicuated 
for that endonly. | 

Upon the publick Faith of having due Prote- 
ction in the enjoyment of thefe unqueftionabie 
, Priviledges and Immunities, as having received 
ae their Sanction from His Majefty, and che unani- 
a mous Suffrage of the Great Council of the Nation 
as aforefaid, many Perfons of all Ranks and De- 
tf grees were thereby induced to become Adventu- 
oa rers in che Joint-Stock of our faid Company, in 
a fo much that- in a very fhort time, a much more 
4 confiderabie Stock was fub{crib’d for within this 
oF Kingdom, than was ever before fo much as pro- 
a pos'd here upon any Proje@ wharfoever, tince 
we were a Nation... : 
| Being thus entred into a Society, Weand our 
Conftituents have purfuant to the intentions of 
the Acts of Parliament and Letters Parent above- 
mention’d, with much care and trouble,and a 
great Expenfe of Treafure, after having ftruggled 
with many unexpected Obftrucions and Dithcul- 
ties,fetied a Plantation, by the Name of Caledonia, 
in one of the moft Healthful, Fruicfel, natural- 
ly impregnable, andevery way valuable Places 
in all America,as is univerfally acknowledged by 
all Perfons of Experience in fuch Matters, as well 
as by the General Confentof fuchas have been 
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there:And as a adhifenpraoe thereof tho‘ our faid 
Plantation be fetled moft ftri@ly in the terms of 
the Acts of Pariiament and Letters parent above- 
mentioned, vet it has raifed the Jealoufy oflome, 
and Envy of others, of the moft knowing and 
confiderable Trading Nations in Earope. 

But,to our andthe Nations great Surprife, and 
ineftimab'e Lofs, while we were ufing all ordina- 
ry means, and big with the hopes of riveting that 
Settlement upona lafting Foundation, fuch was 
the further continued Chain of unexpeéted Ob- 
ftrucions and moit unaccountable Mal treatments 
that we met with, by Proclamations of a very 
ftrange Nature, and otherwife, that the repeated 
Misfortunes following thereupon, put us under 
an indifpentibie Necefliey of humbly petitioning 
His Majelty for allowing the Parliament to meet 
at the day appointed in November lat; in full 
confidence and Expeétation of having the moft 
natural and cordial Affiftance from thofe who 
firft eftablifhed our Company. and promifed it 
Protection ; efpecially fince all our other Appli- 
cations have hitherto proved ineffectual: Buta 
meeting of che Eftates in Parliament at that time 
~ not quadrating ( it wouldfeem ) with His Ma- 
jelty"s ocher Affairs, a very confiderabie Body of 
the Nobility, Gentry, and Burgeffes of this King- 
dom, thought fie, in a moft dutiful and humble 
manner, by their late Addrefs, to reprefent to 
His Majefty, how deeply they were affected with 
the Nations concern in our Companys repeated 
Misforcunes, and therefore humblv Petitioned 
for the fitting of this Parliament as {oon as conve- 
niently might be. And the King having been 
moft gracioufly pleafed to order the. Meeting -of 
% the 
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the Right Honourable Eftatesnow in Parliament, 
We think our felves inall duty bound to give 
His Grace His Mayefty’s High Commiffionerc 
and the Right Honourable the Eftates, a thore 
and naked Narrative of the feveral Obftru@ions, 
and Misfortunes that we have been all along 
forc’d to grapple with in the profecution of our 
Company's Defigns, to the end that the great 
Council of the Nation, having a perfe& View 
and full Knowledge of thefe Difficulties which 
we now Labour under, may be the betrerabie ta 
tojudge how to apply a Remedy. 

The firft attempe for ftrengthning our Com- 
pany ‘s Intereft and Stock was at Loudon, where a 
Subf{cription of 3cocco ferl, was procured in 
Nine days time, without fo much asa publick 
Advertifemenc, and many knowing Merchants 
were fo far convinc’d of the many Advantages 
that might probably arife from fuch a Conftituci- 
on, thac they fignified their wiilingnefs to be 
concerned for Triple the Sum, if allowed: But 
not only did the Parliament ef England by their. 
Addrefs to His Majefty of the 13th of December 
1695. and otherways, renderthat Subfcription 
inefte@ual, but the Kloufe of Commons did alfo 
appoint a Commitee, to examine what Metheds 
were taken for obtaining the AG of Parliament, by 
which our Jaid Company is eftablifhed, who were the 
Promoters ondAdvifers thereof; and did afterwards 
impeach the Nominees in the faid A@ of Parlia- 
ment; notwichftanding the abfoluce Indepen- 
dency of this Kingdom:

Contempt, Reproach and Infults of irs unkind g

But before our Recruits could poffibly arrive Fe 
at Caledonia, our Colony got cerrain Accounts of 2B 
thefe Proclamations; and finding at the fame g 
time, the fad Effeats thereof, by being denied any @ 
the leaft Help, either for Goods or Money, at g 


‘Famaica, from whence they had formerly Sup- 
plies ; And thac in the Proclamation iffued by 
Sit William Beffon, Governour of that Ifland, he 
had pofitivelv declared, That by their Settlement in 
Darien, they bad attually broken the Peace entred into 
with His Majesties Alles (which they believed he 
durlt not venture to have done withouta fafficient 
Warrant) And finding themfelves thereby to be 
of confequence declared Pirates, withovt any 
previous Summons or Hearing, contrary to the 
a ae rn Cultoms 
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Cuftoms and common Ute of all Nations, even 
in the cafe of real Piracy, and founding a Belief, 
ac the fame time, onthe Trearment which they 
knew our Company had formerly met with in 
Europe, without being Redrefs'd therein, that we 
were notin 4 Condition either to fupply or pro- 
tec&t them, they unhappily took the Alarm, un- 
der fuch a General Confternation, as develted 
them not only of all manner of patience to firug- 
gle with any Inconveniencies they lay under at 
the time, but alfo ofall manner of prudence, in 
taking any reafonable Meafures either for their 
own Security, or for our Company’s intereft, 
In the midft of which Confufion thofe of them 
who had any bad Defigns (as we could not well 
{uppofe fuch a Number to be free of fome) made 
ule of thefe Proclamations as handles, by .which 
to perpetrate their own feveral ends , and eafily 
perfwaded all the reft to leave the Settlement : 
Which they unadvifedly did the 2cth of Funelatts 
And by that means not only have the Ships, Men 
& Goods,which were there at that time,been ex- 

ofed to the Arbitrary willof thofe to whom the 
Heese of thofe Prociamations was given in 
Charge, but even all our fubfequent Meafures 
brought into inevitable diforder. 

Upon Information cf all which, wedid, by our 
humble Petition co His Majefty of the 19th of 
Odfober 1699, in all humility and earneftnefs, 
beg, That His Majefty would in His Fatherly care for 
the good of our Company in particular, and of the Na- 
tion in General, be gracioufly pleafed to give fpecial 
Teftimonies of bis Adajestys Royal Protection to our Com- 
pany at that ‘fundure, and particularly to take off ihe 
Force and effect of thofe Proclamaticns which have been
